Keeping in pace with the current 
emphasis on increased learning, 
Loughlin will offer several new and 
accelerated courses starting next 
semester. 

Plan New Language Program 

In order to provide a greater 
background in foreign languages, 
the school leaders are considering 
Spanish and German as new offer¬ 
ings for incoming freshmen. Also 
being planned are Latin V and 
French IV, each an increase of a 
year over previously offered courses, 

For some of next year’s Seniors 
who have exceptional ability in 
Mathematics, an advanced Math 
Course covering Advanced Algebra, 
Solid Geometry and Calculus will 
be available. 

Brother A. Raphael, guidance di¬ 
rector and other school leaders feel 
that the students here at Loughlin 
are capable of handling these new 
courses and also that they must be 
given opportunity to increase their 
learning. 

Accelerated Courses 

Several subjects, including 
French and Latin, I and II, would 
be taken by certain qualified stu¬ 
dents in one year instead of two, 
allowing more time for extra 
courses. 

It is hoped that this new cur¬ 
riculum will increase Loughlin’s 
already high position among the 
nation’s high schools.

from the editor-in-chief . . . 

More and more each day Cath¬ 
olics and their religion are harassed 
by threats both within and without 
the Church. Both hazards, how¬ 
ever, are closely related for one 
evil nourishes the other. 

Within the Catholic Church are 
those people who issue certain in¬ 
ane remarks concerning the Church, 
which often give an unfaithful pic¬ 
ture of the Church. These Cath¬ 
olics, for reason known but to 
themselves, purport to be authori¬ 
ties on Catholic religion. However, 
by their brief knowledge of the re¬ 
ligion they make statements which 
first lowers the status of their re¬ 
ligion and second gives others food 
for their attacks on Catholicism. 

Without, the threats to the 
Church are from many sides. Per¬ 
haps the most active workers are 


the Communists, who realize Cathol¬ 
icism to be the biggest deterrent 
against their advances. So too, the 
many denominations of Protestant¬ 
ism are continually persistent in 
their denouncement of the Catholic 
Church. In many instances these 
attacks on the Church are so word¬ 
ed so as to confuse any person 
with a sparce knowledge of Cathol¬ 
icism. Catholics therefore must al¬ 
ways remember that theirs is the 
true religion; that they should al¬ 
ways learn more of their religion; 
and that they should never con¬ 
cede anything to others on any mat¬ 
ter of faith and morals stated as 
true by the Church. At the same 
time Catholics must realize that 
many other people, too, have a deep 
sincerity for their religion, and 
that an understanding of them is 
the primate must underlying our 
relation with them.

Extending over a two-week pe¬ 
riod, a series of competitions was 
held recently in the school gym to 
determine which Loughlinites are 
most physically fit. The events were 
of two kinds: weightlifting and 
gymnastics. 



Weightlifting Events 


In the weightlifting events the 
competitors were required to per¬ 
form three repetitions in each of 
the following: press, squat, bench 
press, lateral dumbbell raise, curl, 
and dead lift.

At Brooklyn College the Lions 
piled up 26points, three and a 
half points more than the Little 
Terriers.
